The poultry 
building is full, while lor the first an- 
nual kennel show over 100 dogs are 
entered. The districts' exhibits are very 
good, particularly Chilltwack, while the 
Experimental Farm exhibit creates in- 
terest in that institution. Every avail- 
able space for side shows, etc., is taken 
and there is a regular .Midway. Fruit 
exhibits are excellent and up to the us- 
ual standard. 

The lacrosse match this afternoon was 
won by the Shamrocks, 4 to 3, although 
they had no license to win, as tlie home 
team outplayed them in the last hulf, 
and although at half time the score was 
2 to against them and a few minutes 
later the Shamrocks again scored.

Boating Accident Near Argenta 
Which Results in Loss of 
One Life.

tX el son, Sept. 20. — A drowning acci- 
dent occurred on Monday afternoon in 
tlie Lardo river acav Argenta, at the 
head of Kootenay Lake. A young Eng- 
lishman named Johnson, in company 
with two other men, attempted to cross 
tho Ivardo river in a small scow, when 
half way across the boat in some way 
upset. One' of the men swam ashore as 
soon as the upset, occurred, hut John- 
son and the other man clung to tho boat 
till they became almost numb. They 
then tried to swim ashore, hut John- 
son sank almost immediately after re- 
leasing his hold on the boat and did 
not come to the surface again nlive. 
Johnson's companion reached the shore 
safely though greatly exhausted. This 
afternoon the body was found a.t tlie 
.mouth of the river, nearly a mile be- 
low where the accident occurred. John- 
son had only been in this country a 
short time and no particulars have been 
learned yet as to where his home was.

Dear Sir, — In answer to your letter of 
the 21st inst.,. received at the moment of 
my departure to the north eud of the 
Island, ,1 have to say that the. matter of 
the establishment of fish traps is ono 
solely for tlie Dominion government, nop 
being within the range of provincial 
politics, and it would occur to me that 
the members of the House of Commons 
ought to be interrogated and pressed by 
you to contend for the establishment of 
traps. It is a matter of remark, how- 
ever, that there is a variance of opinion 
upon the subject, as but n little while 
ago Mr. Auiay Morrison, 'Liberal mem- 
ber of ,Now Westminster, where a large 
portion of the fishing industry is situnte, 
made a strong speech against the estab- 
lishment of fish traps; and I fail to 
notice that Jlr. Riley, also a Liberal 
member, eombntted in nny. way the views 
then expressed. Owing to the decision 
of the iPrivy Council in interpreting the 
law, the question of the establishment of 
fish traps rests, as has been previously 
stated, wholly with the Dominion gov- 
ernment. It i3 well known that almost 
all the available trap sites in tho neigh- 
borhood of Victoria along the southeru 
shore of Vancouver Island, down the 
Straits, have been already acquired, hav- 
ing 'been acquired during the term of 
ofllce of the late government, so that it 
rests with the Dominion government to 
act jn the matter. 

The question of fish traps is not one 
of provincial policy in view of tho recent 
decision of the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council. Unquestionably any fed- 
eral voter is entitled to express his views 
according to ids convictions, and my 
view lias always been that the industry 
should l)e capable of .being carried on as 
economically upon our shores as upon the 
shores 'q'f tlie neighboring stele of Wash- 
ington. Personally, 1 wish to make it 
plain that this matter cannot be made 
one of discussion in the present cam- 
paign, as it is not an isssue in provincial 
politics, being something beyond, the 
power of being dealt with by tho prov- 
ince, as interpreted by tlie Trivy Coun- 
cil. 

Tho establishment of fish traps will 
have tqf.'be' considered with care by the 
Dominion authorities, and no" doubt they 
frill not be established-save upon the ad- 
vice of experts upon fish life, and under 
such regulations as will admit of the 
safeguarding nnd preservation of the in- 
dustry.' .The ..responsibility, however, 
rests upon the Dominion nnd not upon 
the provincial government.

A MATTER OF FACT. 

Mr. Riley, in a Liberal meeting at 
Spring Ridge on the 24th of September, 
is reported in the Time's to have ^aid 
that the government owed the city of 
Victoria $10,000 for the up-keep of 
Dnrty Island as a lazaretto, and that 
he had seen to it in an interview with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Richard 
Cartwright that the province would not 
set the $1125,(100 due it from the Domin- 
ion government until they paid the city 
of Victoria that $10,000. Now, there 
were several mistakes in that statement. 
The lirst mistake is in the amount due 
the province from the Dominion. It was 
not $125,000, but $258,000. The second 
mistake Is in the amount due the city 
from the province. It is not $10,000, 
but $0,042.82. It is a mistake to say 
that this amount is due from tho prov- 
ince at nil. It is duo really to the city 
of Victoria from the Dominion govern- 
ment. All the lepers in Camilla except 
those of British Columbia, are cared for 
by the Dominion government. It is an 
injustice that thc lepers of British Col- 
umbia should not bo cared for by the 
-Dominion government also. It is an in- 
justice placed upon th cities of British 
Columbia, which the Dominion govern- 
ment hat now transferred to the pro- 
vincial government by making the care 
of the lepers the condition of a payment 
of money rightfully due the province of 
British Coltunbia. Of course, the prov- 
iiiC'J has to reimburse the cities, although 
the real debtor of the cities is the Do- 
minion", and we do not know that there 
hiin nt any time any intention of evading 
.or refusing this payment, unjust as the 
action of the Ottawa government has 
been. However, the greatest mistake 
made by Mr. Riley was in saying that 
the province was not going to get the 
money until it did as he directed, be- 
cause at the moment he spoke the prov- 
ince had already got thc money, or at 
least it was in the mails on its way 
from Ottawa to Victoria. Mr, Riley 
must indeed be a political magician if 
be can accomplish things at Ottawa, 
while in actual ignorance of what has 
already been done by the Ottawa gov 
ernrnent, in regard to a matter in which 
; lie claimed on a Victoria platform, to 
have arranged things. This money was 
due ard payable to the provincial gov- 
ernment on the 30th of June. Being 
part of last year's revenue, it was un- 
questionably spent before it >wns receiv- 
ed. And the spending of money before 
its receipt means nccominodation from 
the bank and the payment of interest. 
So hero we have a sum of $258,000 not 
received and banked by the province, 
until three months after it should have 
been received and banke'd, on which, of 
course, the provincial government must 
have been paying interest. That inter- 
est at four per cent, per anutfra is one 
per cent, for the .three mouths, or o 
sum of $2,580. That interest lias been 
thrown away, thrown into the man of 
tho banks, and is a stun of money which 
jrike's quite a respectable proportion of 
the/ whole mini .to be paid -to the city of 
Victoria.
